Safe Sailing 


N comparison with the remark- 


able day in September, 1609, when 
the Half Moon slipped'in past the 
Navesink Heights. For instance, to- 
day the great cable-laying ship, 
Cyrus Field, owned by the Western 
Union Co., can accurately tell the 
depth of the water beneath its bot- 
tom, even when it is in mid-ocean, 
without its operating officer leaving 
the bridge of the vessel. An elec- 
trical oscillator at the hull of the 
boat produces a loud sound which 
travels to the bottom beneath the 
boat and there echoes back to a hy- 
drophone, also on the hull of the 
boat, which in turn transmits to the 
officer on the bridge information as 
to the length of time which has in- 
tervened translated into terms of 
fathoms of water. This device is 
known as the fathometer. 

But, where is there a retail estab- 
lishment which does: not have read- 
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dred and ninety-nine out of a thou- 
sand cases know whether anything 
was wrong. Therefore, the law 
doesn’t impose this burden upon him. 

In the decision in this case the 
court cited some interesting cases 
which supported its view. Here are 
summaries of some of them: 

A woman bought a headache pow- 
der of a druggist, took it, and died 
in five hours. Her father sued the 
druggist, but the case was thrown 
out, on the ground that “in the sales 
of patent or proprietary medicines 
furnished by the compounder of the 
ingredients which compose them, the 
druggist is not required to analyze 
the contents of each bottle or pack- 
age he receives.” 


A hardware dealer sold some — 


stove polish which when used by the 
customer took fire and exploded. 
The customer sued the dealer on the 
theory that it was a dealer’s duty to 
know the property of everything he 
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and

sold, and if there were a hidden 
danger in it, such as inflammability, 
to tell the customer about it. The 
court said no, there was no such 
duty. . 

In a third case, a paint dealer 
sold a can of standard dryer in gen- 
eral use by painters. - It exploded 
when opened and did a lot of dam- 
age. Suit against the dealer was 
thrown out because the injury came 
from a hidden defect which the 
dealer could not know about. 

In all these cases the plaintiffs 
made the mistake of suing the deal- 
er because he was close at hand. In 
every such case the suit really lies 
against the manufacturer.
